The follovrinj infcraation \;as subnitted by a confidential Infor.T^nt 
of this Office T\ho obtained the details fi’eni a. v;ell infortaed Austrian 
newspaper correspondent, Evaluition; Source B (usually reliable); Sub- 
source C (fairly reliable); Information 3 (possibl/y true). 

According to Sub-Source, a group of individuals is active in Vienna 
planning to draft up a nuraber of lengthy reports, 'all of then containing 
false inforr.ation; the group intencis the inforrati on as "smoke” to Allied 
intelligence agencies, oub-soui'ce stated thvt the bllo/ing individuals 
v^ere active members of the group: Josef Keins^pjJj.HLIC3i; Ferdinand I

Sub-source stated that he vras offered copies of the aforementioned 
"smoke" plans, and the items listed in points one through seven above are 
those he especially r-2mor.bsr3d. He felt reasonably sure t’a-t the group 
would bring the "stioka" plans on the market in the near future, 

(iwci'iT'S IlOl'ii: The report that Srwin is in the 

dog house with the ZK and the Soviet Slenent as riantionsd in point five 
above has been prevalent for several weeks. Claims thrt SlICirSA-SCHILLING 
would be rei:.oved from his position as chief editor of the E?Oe paper 
"Voiles stir'me" were carefully checked b; this office arjd found to be un- 
substantiated. This would seem to indicate that one of the "smoke" reports 
may possibly be in circulation, at least verbally.)

Source alleges thrt a. group of inJii’iduafe are *>ngaged in 
supplying false inforipation obout the KPCe and the Soviets to whomever 
wiii buy information. This false infornation supposedly includes the 
KPOe "Putschplan” (Plan 3), the Soviet ’’Oil Plan”, neports of secret KPOe 
2K. sessions, and secret reports of corjnunist front organizations. Ac- 
cording to Source, Austrian government officials are aware that subject 
group exists, 

Tne chief source of false infonaation is alleged to be Joszi 
URBaIJ. He claims to receive 3 OCO US dollars par month from the US 
Intelligence Service in EUCOL': this suai presumably maintains a net 
of about 20 agents, URB.U-; allegedly has contacts in the satellite 
countries; contact is maintained through sleeping car attendants on 
international trains, 

URBAN claims that he does not v;or'K for CIC but is directly 
responsible to a Fkid^IiFURT, Cennany office. He was iLlegcdly arrested 
by Austrian authorities for illegal foreign currency exchange activities; 
the US element thoi placed hiii lunder its cRvn jurisdiction to inaintain 
control over him. He >fas released to continue his activities. 


Tv’fo CO— YTorkers of UR3A1«: are Heins' FROEHLICH, former 33 man, 
and Ferdinand. lILCKOVSi'Y. The latter is alleged to be the nephew of 
the Hotel Imperial director.
